THE son of a 93-year-old man who was 
assaulted and robbed in his own home on 
Boxing Day has branded the masked attack¬ 
ers “scum”. 

The Second World War veteran was knocked to the 
ground by two men who barged their way into his home 
in Black Lion Court, Old Harlow, at about 4.30pm. 

As he lay helpless on the floor they rifled through his 
pockets before making off with his wallet, which con¬ 
tained cash and irreplaceable personal items. 

The victim - who does not want to be named for fear 
of reprisals - sustained cuts and bruises during the 
assault. He was treated at the scene by paramedics. 



This week his son told the Star his father had been 
left shaken by his ordeal. 

“I’m just sickened that anyone could do this to a 93- 
year-old man,” he said. “What sort of society do we live 


in where this can happen? 

“Thankfully my dad only sustained minor injuries, 
but at his age the shock alone could have killed him. 

“He’s not the sort of man to go down without a fight 
and even took a swing at one of them, but he couldn’t 
stop them once they had him on the floor. 

“They seemed to know exactly what they wanted, 
and went as far as ripping the back pocket of his 
trousers off to get to his wallet”. 

He added: “He’s lived in Harlow for 57 years and 
nothing like this has ever happened to him before. “I 
just hope the police manage to catch the scum that did 
this.” 

Detectives are now examining CCTV footage from 
local shops and businesses in the hope of identifying 
the two assailants, who are described as white and in 
their mid-20s. »continued on page 3

One is around 5ft 6ins tall, while his accom¬ 
plice is shorter. Both were wearing hooded 
jackets with scarves pulled up over their 
faces. 

Police believe they may have followed 
their victim home after seeing him withdraw 
a large amount of cash earlier in the day. 

Detective Constable Ryan Burgess said: 
“They went straight for the man’s wallet and 
stole nothing else from the house. We believe 
they had previously interacted with the man, 
although he cannot recall seeing them 
before. 

“A search of the area was conducted by 
officers following the incident but to no 
avail. We are now looking at CCTV footage 
from local businesses to see if the attackers 
can be identified, and want to hear from any¬ 
one who was in the area at the time who may 
have seen them making their escape.”

A YOUNGSTER had his Christmas ruined 
by burglars who stole his Xbox 360 just days 
after he received it as a present.

Police plea for help to 
find break-in suspects 

POLICE investigating a burglary on New 
Year’s Eve in which cash and jewellery were 
stolen are trying to identify three teemage 
boys who were seen acting suspiciously in 
the area around the time. 

The break-in happened in Pear Tree Mead, 
Harlow, shorty after 2.30pm on Monday. The 
front door of a house was forced open to 
gain entry. 

The three suspects are all described as 
white and of slim build. One is about 5ft 
lOins tall with dark hair cut very short at the 
sides but longer on top and brushed back. He 
was wearing a black bodywarmer and light- 
blue trousers turned up at the bottom. 

The second is 5 ft 6ins tall with mousy 
brown or ginger hair and was wearing a light 
top. The third is about 5ft 1 lins tall and wore 
a grey hoodie.

last-gasp attempt to 
save advice service 


THE trustees of Harlow’s Welf¬ 
are Rights & Advice service have 
vowed to continue their fight to 
save the organisation from clo¬ 
sure - even if it means facing 
Harlow Council in court. 

The future of HWRA is currently 
hanging in the balance following the 
authority’s decision in November to 
withdraw its core source of funding 
following a row over unpaid debts. 

The council then put the contract for 
advice services out to tender in the 
week before Christmas, setting a dead¬ 
line of January 16 for expressions of 
interest and seemingly closing the door 
on a last-minute reprieve for the 
embattled organisation.

But the service’s trustees have now 
hit back, using money from a fighting 
fund set up by Friends of HWRA in 
early December to seek specialist legal 
advice. 

Solicitors acting on behalf of the 
organisation have since fired off a let¬ 
ter urging the council to withdraw its 
tender and begin negotiations to 
restore the service - or else face the 
threat of court action. 

Speaking to the Star yesterday 
(Wednesday), chairman of trustees Les 
Coben said: “HWRA’s board of 
trustees met on Tuesday afternoon and 


agreed to continue the campaign to 
save the service. 

“The trustees are now waiting for 
the council to respond to a request 
made on legal advice that the authority 
should withdraw its invitation for 
agencies to tender for a replacement 
specialist advice service. 

“We are also hoping that negotia¬ 
tions will begin early in the New Year 
to restore the long established and 
much valued service provided by 
HWRA.” 

The council had originally planned 
to take back possession of the Advice 
Centre on December 6, but legal 
papers filed by the service have tem¬ 
porarily barred the authority from tak¬ 


ing action. 

It means that defiant HWRA staff - 
who have already been handed their 
redundancy notices - are still able to 
work inside the building, albeit on a 
completely voluntary basis. 

Mr Coben added: “It’s difficult to 
understand how we have reached the 
point at which the skilled specialist 
staff employed by HWRA have been 
made redundant and other funding has 
been put at risk at a time when the 
service is needed more than ever.” 

When the Star approached the coun¬ 
cil for comment, a spokesman said it 
was not currently in a position to 
respond due to the authority’s Chri¬ 
stmas and New Year shutdown.

A splashing time 
was had by all! 



T HIS week’s Nostalgia 
is more splashback 
than flashback as we 
recall the opening of 
Harlow’s first swimming 
pool. 

The imposing building on First 
Avenue may have been 
demolished to make way for a 
new housing development, but 
just 51 years ago it was being 
hailed as the new jewel in the 
crown of the town’s leisure 
facilities.

The doors first opened to the 
public on June 12, 1961 and 
hundreds of residents later 
flocked to the official opening 
ceremony on August 2. 
According to the souvenir 
programme for the event, 
kindly supplied by regular 
Nostalgia contributor Ron Bill, 
it was an action-packed day, 
with a swimming gala, diving 


contest and water polo match 
giving spectators a taste of what 
the smart new facility had to 
offer. 

Three of Britain’s top divers - 
including Olympic nronze 
medallist Brian Phelps - kicked 
off the event with a dazzling 
display of airborne acrobatics, 
before students from 
Passmores, Netteswell, Brays 
Grove, Mark Hall and Latton 
Bush schools took to the water 
in an inter-schools freestyle 
relay. 


Dogs took the lead at Moot House training class 


P OSING for a photograph can often seem like 
a chore, but not for these impeccably-behaved 
pooches. 

This wonderful snap was taken back in 1953 at 
one of Moot House’s regular dog obedience 
classes - and it seems these mild-mannered mutts 
are noticeably more at ease in front of a camera 
than some of their easily-distracted owners! 

The photo was brought in by Mark Hall and 
Netteswell Community Association member 
Alain Fournier, who is hoping readers can help 
fill in the blanks in the fascinating post-war 
history of the town’s first dedicated community 
centre. 

“England is often described as a nation of dog 


lovers, and that certainly seems to be the case 
here,” he said. “This picture was taken in one of 
the common rooms at Moot House in 1953, but 
the only information we have on it is the date and 
the title - dog obedience class. 

“I know there have been a number of different 
dog classes running at Moot House over the 
years but it would be nice to hear from anyone 
who recognises themselves or their pets in the 
picture.”

Other highlights included a 
synchronised swimming display 
led by Elizabeth Ferris, 
described in the programme as 
“the recognised leading British 
exponent of synchronised 
swimming”, and a fiercely- 
contested game of water polo 
between Harlow Swimming 
Club and a team from 
Norwegian twin-town 
Stavanger. 

The programme is prefaced 
with a brief description of the 
new facilty’s impressive state- 
of-the-art features, including a 
1 lOft-long pool, a 500-seat 
spectators’ terrace, 5m fixed 
platform diving board and three 
large sunbathing bays. 
Christopher Mayhew, Labour 
MP for Woolwich East, 
performed the opening 
ceremony on the day, describing 
the pool as “beautiful with a 
wonderful proportion and a 
lovely choice of colour” in his 
speech. 

He added: “Harlow is a true 
space age town, really new and 
dynamic. You may have to put 
up hosts of inquisitive visitors, 
but this is a small price to pay 
for living in such a splendid 
community.” 

The pool had welcomed 
100,000 visitors within three 
months of its opening and the 
facility went on to become a 
firm favourite of swimmers 
across Essex and East Herts 
before being shut down in 
November 2007 ahead of the 
construction of the new 
Leisurezone complex.

Search teams 
find missing 
man's glasses

POLICE looking for a man 
who went missing after an 
office party three days before 
Christmas are continuing their 


search of the River Stort after 
finding his spectacles. 

Edward Gillespie (38) was last seen 
leaving Henderson’s Bar & Grill at 
Roy don Marina Village at about lam 
on Saturday, December 22. 

He had booked to stay overnight at 
the holiday park’s hotel, but when he 
failed to return to his home in Luton 
his worried relatives reported him 
missing. 

Police began searching the area the 
following day after finding Mr Gille¬ 
spie’s car parked outside the hotel, 
which is located a few yards from the 
function suite where the party was 
held. 

His bed had not been slept in and 
his belongings were still in his room.

found in the marina. 

The discovery came a day after a 
search party made up of Mr Gillespie’s 
friends discovered the body of missing 
Stanstead Abbots pensioner Gwyn 
Morris (88), who went missing from 
his care home on December 6. 

The group were checking the river- 
bank near Feildes Weir Lock in 
Hoddesdon when they made the grim 
discovery. 

Mr Gillespie’s friend, Matthew 
McGrath (37), said: “We thought we 
saw someone head down in the water 
but it looked like a car seat. 

“We called everyone else who man¬ 
aged to turn it over with sticks and I 
saw it was a body, but I knew it wasn’t 
Eddie because of his clothes.” 

Detective Superintendent Luke 
Collison said the force had not given 
up hope of finding Mr Gillespie alive 
and appealed for anyone with infor¬ 
mation on his whereabouts to come 
forward. 


“It has been 10 days since he was 
last seen, but we haven’t given up hope 
on finding Ed and neither should the 
public,” he said. “We still need them to 
help by contacting us if they see him 
or find any item of clothing belonging 
to him.” 

Officers are continuing to hand out 
leaflets in the area in a bid to jog peo¬ 
ple’s memories, and police have now 
been joined by specially trained volun¬ 
teers from Essex Lowland Search & 
Rescue as the search continues. 

DS Collison added: “It is a distress¬ 
ing time for his family and friends, 
especially as it’s New Year and they 
have to enter 2013 without him. 

“Our thoughts are with them, but 
they know that we and the volunteers 
from Essex Lowland Search and 
Rescue are doing everything to find 
him.” 

Anyone with any information about 
Mr Gillespie’s whereabouts should 
call Loughton police station on 101. 


Rail commuter who slipped on icy platform 
claims passengers are still being put at risk 


A COMMUTER who fell between a 
train and the platform after slipping 
on ice at Sawbridgeworth station 
claims staff are still not gritting - two 
winters after her accident. 

Renee Lazell, who suffers night¬ 
mares following her ordeal, said pas¬ 
sengers were being put at risk of seri¬ 
ous injury or even death as they are 
forced to negotiate precarious plat¬ 
forms to catch their trains. 

“Even now I have panic attacks get¬ 
ting on the train if they haven’t gritted 
the platform,” said the 41-year-old 
legal secretary. “What really gets my 
goat is that I was informed the reason 
that the platform hadn’t been gritted 
was due to the fact the station office 
was busy dealing with queries. So that 
is far more important than the safety 
of passengers?” 


She added: “I slipped again at the 
station because it was sheet ice and 
yet again no gritting had taken place. 
This is a regular occurrence that grit 
hasn’t been put down at all either on 
the platforms or on the steps that go 
over the platforms. 

“It would seem to me that it will 
take someone slipping and being 
killed by a train before anything is 
done.” 

Ms Lazell, of The Meadows, was 
left suspended over the tracks after 
falling though the gap when she 
slipped while attempting to board her 
early morning train to London in 
December 2010. 

“Fortunately my train was station¬ 
ary when I fell but it could have been 
a whole different story if the train 
driver hadn’t realised that I was dan¬ 


gling with my chin level with the train 
floor,” she said. “It was the most scary 
experience of my life and I have had 
nightmares ever since.” 

Ms Lazell is pursuing a compensa¬ 
tion claim against previous franchise 
owner London Eastern Railway Ltd, 
which ran Sawbridgeworth station 
until it was taken over by Greater 
Anglia last February. 

A Greater Anglia spokesman said: 
“Our station and maintenance staff are 
rigorous with regard to clearing snow 
and gritting platforms when it is freez¬ 
ing. Together, we will continue to take 
a pro-active approach to these matters 
when there is inclement weather.” 

She added that additional signage 
warning passengers to take care when 
ice or snow is forecast has also been 
installed at the station.

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A year to remember 
... for good and bad 


I THOUGHT I might share with 
you some reflections of 2012 as 
well as setting out some aims for 
2013. 

During the past 12 months I have 
continued the campaign in 
Parliament for lower fuel duty and 
helped persuade the Chancellor to 
stop two fuel duty rises in 2012 
and two planned for this year. 

With a lot pressure and working 
with Fair Fuel UK, we also 
pushed the Office of Fair Trading 
to launch an inquiry into the role 
of oil companies keeping prices 
high at the pumps. We should 
hear the initial results of their 
inquiry some time this month. 

I have also carried on my work 
supporting apprenticeships and 
now employ my third apprentice 
from Harlow College. This week 
the Government announced its 
intention to ensure 
apprenticeships are on a par with 
university degrees. I will be 
looking to support this initiative 
over the coming months. 

Talking of apprenticeships, a very 
special moment this year was the 
announcement that Harlow would 
get a University Technical College 
in 2014. This is one of a few 
around the country and will have 
hundreds of places for students 
aged 14-19. 

The UTC will be focused on 
high-tech vocational education 
and is backed by Harlow College, 
Anglia Ruskin University, 

Princess Alexandra Hospital, 
Pearson and GSK. 

For nearly two years the college 
and I worked with others on the 
bid, lobbying the Government and 
making the case for Harlow. This 
pre-apprentice school will be 
transformative and will be great 
for our town. 

The October Jobs Fair I organised 
at Harlow Leisurezone with the 
help of the Jobcentre and Seetec 
was a tremendous success, with 
86 companies offering jobs and 
2,000 jobseekers attending. It has 
been wonderful to meet residents 
who got jobs from the fair. 

I said I would always do my best 
to be a community MP and during 
the year I have visited many 
hundreds of organisations across 
Harlow. In September I did my 
second week of Social Action, 


working at different community 
organisations like HarlowSave 
Credit Union, St Clare's Hospice 
and Talking Newspapers. 

In 2013 I would like to do more 
work on literacy and for this 
reason I was successfully elected 
chairman of the All-Party Literacy 
Group in Parliament. Here in 
Harlow I do a special 'Reading 
with Rob' around schools, reading 
to children and talking to them 
about books 

I also plan to campaign on lower 
taxes for lower earners, trying to 
persuade the Chancellor to restore 
the lOp income tax rate removed 
by Gordon Brown. 

Politically, I want to play a part in 
ensuring that my party emphasises 
the economic programme of 
austerity is rooted in social 
justice, that our policies on 
aspiration go hand-in-hand with 
supporting the Big Society to give 
a ladder of opportunity to those at 
the bottom, and that we value 
public sector workers and trade 
union members as much as we do 
the private sector and small 
business. 

The cuts in the growth in 
spending are being made by the 
Government, not from meaness 
but because of the huge deficit 
which has at least been reduced 
by one quarter this year. There is 
nothing popular in cutting the 
growth of spending on public 
services; it is being done simply 
because there is not enough 
money. 

In Harlow this year we have seen 
the worst of human suffering but 
the best of humanity as our 
community rallied together 
following the Bam Mead tragedy. 
For the rest of my life I will never 
forget the funeral of the Shakoor 
family, watching the children’s 
coffins being placed in plots at 
Pamdon Wood Cemetery. I will 
always remember, too, the dignity 
of Dr Shakoor, the many Harlow 
residents who attended the funeral 
and lined the streets, the Islamic 
Centre that acted as a potent force 
for good at this time and the 
doctors, nurses, police and fire 
officers who did all they could. 

It has been a privilege to serve in 
our community over the past year 
and I look forward to the year 
ahead.

Sales fever keeps

“The fact Christmas fell on a Tuesday this 
year definitely had an impact on sales, but 
we’ve found that from the tail-end of 
December trade has really picked up.

“The fact the schools broke up later this 
year also had an impact on trade, but I’m 
pleased to say that things have really picked 
up since. Our footfall on Boxing Day was up 
3.5 per cent on last year and our stores are 
reporting that shoppers are spending big in 
the sales.”

Our battle to prevent 
Harlow North goes on 


SIR, Last year was a quiet year for the STOP 
Harlow North campaign. East Herts Council 
continues to prepare the District Plan but 
unfortunately Harlow North remains an 
option under consideration despite the 
council’s long standing opposition to the 
proposals. 

We hope and believe this is so the council can 
clearly show why they ultimately eliminate 
the idea from the final plan. 

We have monitored the technical studies that 
have been published. The population models 
confirm what we have been saying all along - 
that Harlow North would not be for local 
people but would simply accelerate migration 
out of London. 

The employment studies show that a business 
park to provide employment north of Harlow 
is not a realistic and deliverable option. 
Harlow North would be an unsustainable 
dormitory town for those employed in 
London, not an East Herts community. 

The cost of any necessary infrastructure - 
roads, schools, health facilities, libraries, etc - 
has still to be quantified. We believe once the 
mulit-million pound cost of a new settlement 
is calculated the whole concept becomes 
unviable. After all, the Government has run 
out of money. 

The Government has still not abolished the 
East of England Plan and so the council has 
delayed consulting on its Preferred Core 
Strategy until spring 2013. This will be a busy 
time for our campaign and we will need to 
ensure there is a massive response to the 
consultation. 

We will, as usual, provide detailed guidance 
and support and multiple ways to make views 
known. This will be a significant milestone 
and we will need a concerted effort to finally 
remove Harlow North from the plans.

MR welcomes 

Comet 
closure 
inquiry 


A GOVERNMENT inquiry into the collapse 
of the high street electrical retailer Comet 
has been welcomed by Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon. 

The probe has been ordered by Business Secretary 
Vince Cable who met Mr Halfon to discuss the con¬ 
cerns raised by the 150-plus Harlow-based staff who 
lost their jobs when the firm went bust last month. 

Investigators from the Department for Business 
will now try to find out how Comet’s private equity 
owners OpCapita were able to recoup £50m from the 
high street chain’s administration while taxpayers 
were left to foot the bill for 1,600 redundancies. 

Mr Halfon said the venture capital firm needed to 
provide answers to worrying allegations of malprac¬ 
tice. 

“The collapse of Comet has pushed 150 people in 
Harlow onto the dole, and has left the taxpayer with 


a bill of up to £50m,” he told 
worrying allegations of mal¬ 
practice, and I am grateful 
to the Prime Minister and 
the Business Secretary for 
looking at this seriously and 
launching an investigation. 

“In Harlow, I have met 
with trade union officials 
and Comet workers. They 
told me that they only found 
out about their redundancy 
from the media and not 
directly from the various 
holding companies invol¬ 
ved. Staff were also prom¬ 
ised a range of support and 
help, including CV work¬ 
shops, but none of this 
appears to have happened.” 

He added that he had also 
heard reports that last-ditch 
rescue bids for some Comet 
stores were ignored, despite 
the fact the shops in ques¬ 
tion were still turning a 
profit 

“This needs to be urgent¬ 
ly investigated,” he said.

“Because the private equity 
companies are a secured 
creditor they will recover 
much of their cash, but 
Comet workers may not get 
paid and neither will the tax¬ 
payer. The Government 
needs to get to the bottom of 
this.” 

A spokesman for OpCa¬ 


pita said the firm would 
“assist fully” with any 
inquiry. 

“We welcome the oppor¬ 
tunity to provide the 
Department for Business 
with factual information 
relating to the circumstance 
which led to Comet entering 
administration,” he added.

A HUGE colony of rare shellfish has 
been discovered living in the sea off 
the western coast of Scotland. 


It is estimated that more than 100 million 
flame shells were found during a survey of 
Loch Alsh, a small stretch of sea between 
the Isle of Skye and the Scottish 
mainland. 


Scientists believe it could be the largest 
group of the brightly-coloured species in 
the world. 


The weird and wonderful clams have 
vibrant orange tentacles which stick out 
of their shells. They use gravel, shells and 
wiry threads to build nests which combine 
to form a living reef on the seabed that 
can support hundreds of other species. 
The reef discovered in Loch Alsh stretches 
for five miles and covers a total area of 
750,000 square metres. 

Richard Lochhead, who is in charge 
of environmental affairs for the 
Scottish government, told 
reporters: "The flame shell must 
be considered among the 
most remarkable species in 
our waters. 


"This important discovery 
may be the largest 
grouping of flame shells 
anywhere in the world."

Terror of a family torn 
apart by force of nature 



THE IMPOSSIBLE

MOTHER Nature is a cruel mistress. She can 
nurture and nourish, conjure new life in the 
most desolate region and yet destroy without 
warning or mercy. 

On Boxing Day 2004, while many in the West were 
bloated with post-Christmas excess, communities 
across southern Asia faced unimaginable 
devastation when an earthquake off the coast of 
northern Sumatra displaced huge volumes of water. 
The result was a massive tsunami that ripped 
through the region, razing lush wilderness and 
luxury resorts packed with vacationing families. 
Thousands of people were killed and many more 
were left homeless by a wall of roaring, churning 
water. 

“This is the true story of one of those families,” 
declares The Impossible, a harrowing drama about 
five people caught up in the disaster who mustered 


formidable strength and courage to search for each 
other amid scenes of heartbreaking loss. 

Adapted by screenwriter Sergio G Sanchez from 
the nightmarish recollections of survivors Maria 
and Enrique Belon, Juan Antonia Bayona’s film 
packs a mighty emotional punch with every 
expertly crafted frame. 

There but for the grace of God and Mother Nature 
go all of us. 

Henry (Ewan McGregor) and Maria (Naomi Watts) 
arrive in the tropical paradise of Thailand with 
their three sons, Lucas (Tom Holland), Thomas 
(Samuel Joslin) and Simon (Oaklee Pendergast). 
They open Christmas presents on the patio 
overlooking the sea, unaware of the horror to 
come. 

The following day, flocks of terrified birds take to 
the skies, heralding a wall of water that careens 
through the complex. Maria and Lucas are carried 
away by the surge and when the water eventually 
recedes, they hobble through mud and detritus in 
search of survivors. 


Meanwhile, Henry is forced to leave his two 
youngest boys in the care of strangers in order to 
learn the fate of his wife and eldest child. 

Directed with aplomb by Bayona, The Impossible 
recreates the tsunami using giant water tanks to 
drench the lead cast, augmented with digital effects 
that give a sense of the confusion and terror that 
fateful winter’s day. 

Watts wrings out copious tears as a critically ill 
mother who puts on a brave face in front of her 
terrified boy. McGregor has the less showy role but 
still tugs heartstrings with an anguished telephone 
call back home to distraught relatives, his voice 
cracking with every shell-shocked word. 

Teenage newcomer Holland impresses most, 
bearing the emotional weight of deeply moving 
scenes as if he has been acting all of his life. He 
doesn’t strike a false note as the camera stares 
unflinching into his bloodshot eyes. 

Staring back is a boy forced to cast aside childish 
things in order to make life-or-death decisions that 
could leave him orphaned in a foreign land.

A FTER years of indecision 

within Dacia, the Sandero is 
finally coming to Britain and 
it promises to change the rules of car 
buying - or at least take them back 
to simpler times. 

The buying process will be easy. The 
price is the price for a start, so it 
avoids the uncomfortable fiscal duel 
that is haggling. And every Dacia 
cuts out the unnecessary pomp that 
you don”t really need, like soft-touch 
dashboards and leather trim. 

If you just want an affordable new 
car, Dacia is a brand you’ll love. 

Until now there hasn’t been a 
business case for building the 
Sandero and its platform-sharing 
soft-roader sibling, the Sandero 
Step way, in right-hand drive, but 
after much success on the continent 
the time is ripe for us Brits to learn 
what all the fuss is about. 

Dacia is owned by the Renault group, 
which in turn is part of a technology¬ 
sharing alliance with Nissan. It’s the 
firm’s value brand, placing price and 
reliability as top priorities. 

The two don’t necessarily go hand in 
hand, but the vast majority of every 
Dacia is tried and tested old Renault 
bit, from which the bugshave been 
ironed out. As such Dacias are 


entry point. The 89bhp diesel 
achieves 99g/km of CO 2 , making it 
the cheapest sub-lOOg/km car on sale 
in the UK. 

The diesel does suffer a little from 
vibration under acceleration in the 
fourth and fifth of the five ratios, but 
it’s not enough to put you off. 

The maths point inevitably to the 1.2 
petrol being the cheapest to own over 
a few years of below-average 
mileage, but if like the majority of 
European Dacia owners you plan to 
keep a car for six or seven years 
before changing, the turbocharged 
model will be a better car to own 
and, with cheaper road tax and better 
fuel economy, potentially cheaper 
over its lifetime. 

Chassis dynamics are things that no 
Sandero buyer is going to be overly 
concerned with, but fortunately the 
car steers, stops, rides and cruises 
perfectly well. The ride is a little 
bouncy at times but that’s not unusual 
in cars costing double the Sandero’s 
price, so it's entirely forgivable. 

This is a sensible car for a sensible 
price that will get the job done for a 
much lower outlay than other cars of 
its size. On the other hand, it offers 
much, much more space and 
practicality than other cars in its 
price bracket. 

Whichever way you look at it, the 
Sandero is going to turn heads.

apparently among the most reliable 
cars in Europe. 

Take the Sandero. Its chassis is a 
mixture of front end bits from the 
Dacia Lodgy, the rear axle of the 
Renault Kangoo and scattered bits of 
the third generation Renault Clio. It’s 
a sizeable thing and this is what 
Dacia is all about: offering maximum 
car for minimum money. 

The boot alone is enough to 
summarise the Sandero. The old- 
fashioned bare metal button catch 
release button pushes deep into the 
surface of the tailgate and will suffer 
after a while on salty British winter 
roads, but the boot itself is huge; 
much bigger than you would expect 
from a car costing A-segment car 


money. 

The available space is on the large 
side even for a B-segment car, which 
is a perfect example of the value for 
money that the Sandero represents. 
Likewise the panel gaps aren’t always 
consistent, but when was the last 
time you actually checked the panel 
gaps on a car? Basically, the Sandero 
is a no-frills, simple car. 

The inside is relatively plain, 
utilitarian and practical, but not 
unpleasant at all. The high-end 
models, for which you’ll still only 
pay less than £9,000, have a little 
more decoration but the gargantuan 
glove box and storage bins in the 
cabin remain, including a large one 
on top of the dashboard. 


The seats are comfortable; not as 
hard as a typical German car’s but 
not as soft as some French ones can 
get. Thes air movement controls are 
easy to use with clear markings, and 
the driving position is within a 
reasonable range for a lot of people, 
albeit without steering wheel reach 
adjustment. Those longer of arm and 
shorter of leg will be most 
comfortable, but it’s fine. 

There are three engines on offer, 
from a basic 1.2-litre petrol to an 
advanced and nicely gutsy 0.9-litre 
three-cylinder turbocharged petrol 
and a 1.5-litre diesel. 

The turbocharged petrol is 
undoubtedly the sweetest of the three 
but the ordinary 1.2 offers a good
